Thousands of additional on-the- 
job training opportunities are need- 
ed so the Veterans Administration 
can complete their program of re- 
habilitating tnd retraining disabled 
veterans, 


Although the number of disabled 
veterans training on the job in Cali- 
fornia increased slightly from 5,575 
in August to 5,680 in September, in 
the country as a whole a slight de- 
crease in the number of disabled 
veterans in training was noted, 


The slight drop in September 
marked the first decline in the dis- 
abled training program since early 
in 1944, Contrasting the decline in 
job training opportunities, there is 
a growing demand from disabled 
veterans for this type of training. 


Veterans Administration must de- 
pend on the continuing cooperation 
of employers in providing opening 
for the thousands of disabled vet- 
erans now awaiting job training op- 
portunities, 


Employers interested in training 
disabled veterans on the job are 
urged to contact the training fa- 
cilities section of the San Francisco 
VA regional office, 49 Fourth St. 
Specialists will give them prompt 
and expert assistance in setting up 
job training programs designed to 
restore the disabled veteran to fill 
employability, 

Disabled veterans are screened 
carefully before they are assigned 
to a training establishment. VA’s 
advisement and guidance helps 
them select job training of a type 
which they have the ability to per- 
form and their disability will not 
be a handicap. 

Veterans with service connected 
disabilities are eligible for training 
under Public Law 16 if they re- 
quire such training to restore their 
employability. The length of train- 
ing depends on the amount of time 
necessary to become employable, 
although the maximum is four 
years except in special cases. All 
training must be completed under 
this law by July 25, 1956,

he has been declared employable, 
he will receive a subsistence allow-
